PASSING OF A WOOD COLLECTOR AND RESEARCHER: I have been advised by Les Copan of 
Vancouver that Larry Gingras died in February. Larry was born at Laross, Manitoba 

on March 29, 1915. He moved to Richmond, B. C. in 1954 where he worked for Pacific 
Western Airlines until his retirement in 1975. (He did work in a number of communities 
in B.C.) He joined the Vancouver Numismatic Society in 1957 and edited their bulletin 
for the first five years, commencing in 1958. He helped found the Canadian Numismatic 
Research Society in 1963 and was editor of their 'Transactions' for 14 years. He 
received the highest CNA honor in 1979 - the J. Douglas Ferguson Award. At one time 
Larry was an active collector and researcher of wood and did produce a listing.

Until recently, the Yukon had the dubious honour of being the 
only territory or province without a wooden money issue. That has 
changed this past year with the discovery of three wooden pieces.

The following pieces were issued by resorts or lodges along 
the Alaska Highway. The Alaska Highway is approximately 1520 miles 
(2446 km) long beginning at "Mile O" in Dawson Creek, B.C. and 
ending at Fairbanks, Alaska. Six hundred miles of the highway is 
in the Yukon. Except for a few larger towns the stretch is sparsely 
populated; businesses such as the lodges use mileposts as their 
address as they are usually many miles from the nearest post office. 


Kluane Wilderness Village is 
located at Mile 1118 on the Alaska 
Highway, about 200 miles from 
Whitehorse and 35 miles from the 
nearest post office, Destruction 
Bay, Y.T. The resort consists of a 
motel with 25 log cabins, a service 
station, cafe and cocktail lounge.
